Rico exercises -a stronger pull 
than the waters” Surrounding 
it, and some of our satellites 
get their orbits perturbed 
slightly when they pass over 
the island. 

The moon is a much 
smaller. mass than the earth, 
so the effect of the concentra- 
tions there is more noticeable. 


Very Low Passes 


On both of our yery low 
passes across. thé moon's 
surface, when we were down 


to about 47,000 feet (less than 
nine miles),,we were suddenly 
pulled downward, and our 
speed accelerated by about 20 
feet per second. Once we-had 
passed over these dense areas 
we went back up again 


We were going so fast 
about 4,000 miles an hour— 
that the centrifugall force of 


our flight compensated for the 
gravitational pull and we were 
actually. unaware of the physi- 
cal distortion of our orbit. But 
it showed ‘up clearly in’ the 
flight data recorded on earth 
by telemetry. It.didn’t bother 
us, but if you were trying to 
land a lunar module, and one 
of those mascon areas grab- 
bed you, you could ripsyour 
britehes. 

s difficult to convey just 
what a bight-weight structure 
the lunar module really is. 
Because it's built for ‘lunar 
work only: it’s ,just a thin 
shell, and every little rocket 
thrust or engine action shakes 
it up and makes a terrific 
noise.

This ‘time Deke Slayton, our 
crew operations chief, said, 
“How about trying-a tube of 
brushless® shaVing cream and 
a standard razor?’

Ground Control Accuracy 
Most Incredible Thing

You know, you come a long 
way, a quarter of a million 
miles. 

The ground has targeted 
you and put you into orbit by 
tremendous velocities — up to 
about 25,000 miles an hour — 
and you're to coast around 
behind the moon at a distance 
of 60 miles. 

This has got to be one of the 
most incredible things of the 
whole flight — that the ground 
can do this. 

Because if they targeted 
you a little short, instead of 
coasting 60 miles behind it 
you could coast right into it, 
or hit it on the way out — any 
number of things. . 

A couple of hours before we 
were to make our’ burn we 

. went into the lunar shadow. 

So there we, were in dark- 

ness, 


Please, Thank You 


We. realigned our inertial 
platform. We went through 
the checklist — not just once, 
not. just twice. : 

We joked a little — “gee, I 
hope those guys are right with 
60 miles.” I’s an incredible 
position to be in and you do 
have a lot of faith in people. 
Besides, you have time to sit 
and think while you’re going 
through that checklist, and 
you ‘have time to say a few 
prayers. 

You do say “‘please,’’ and 
you do say “thank you,” after 
the help you asked for has 
been given. 

When you're someplace that 
is new and exciting, some- 
place you maybe never ex- 
pected to be, someplace 
you're not sure is real, you 
almost pinch yourself and tell 
yourself “This is happing 
right now.” 

I did this once before in the 
space program. I can re- 


member very distinctly and 
very vividly when I was 
walking literally out in 
space on Gemini 9 — walking 
twice around the world. 

There was a point when I 
stopped and I looked down at 
the world and I looked around 
me and I realized that I was 
really out in the pure vacuum 
of space — really.there, right 
that very instant. 


Moon Not Pretty 


I stopped to_think about it 
because I didn’t want to lose 
the significance of that~—mo- 
ment, : 

Well, I did that again; when 
we were around the moon, So 
much of the time you're so 
busy, and part of the business 
ean mean your survival, your 
own safety. 

But in the LM I said: 
“Gene, do you realize where 
you really are? and how close 
you are to almost nothing?” I 
didn’t have a. suit on and 
there was only a thin shell 
between me and the infinity of 


space, 
Belaw was the moon ‘Sur- 
face, ‘which I could see 


through the’ transparent yel- 
low shades of the LI window. 
It. was eerie to watch this 
moon, with that yellow tint, 
go by underneath. 


Time Too Short 


The moong certainly isn't 
pretty. It was exotic and it 
was different and it was 
challenging challengingly 
beautiful, if you can call it 
that. I don’t think it’s forbid- 
ding. It’s bright and it's light. 
It's not as though you're in a 
dark corner or a _ hermit’s 
cave. 

Here you've got the world in 
front of you and the moon at 
your: feet, It’s there and we're 
close to it that’s what 
makes it beautiful to me 

When we got down there at 
about 9 miles, or 47,000 feet 
above the lunar surface, 
things happened so fast that 


it's almost unfair, because 
there’s such a short time — to 
really enjoy it — to do so 


many things. 

Such as: map that part of 
the surface in landing site two 
with cameras, visually rec- 
ognize where you are, do a 
landing radar test, pass over 
the site at a particular time 
and get some special photog- 
raphs, pitch over and make 
sure you've got both com- 
puters programmed and set 
up to make a phasing burn, 
which was a very critical 
burn in this whole rendezvous 
technique. 


We thought about what wé 


would say, but what you 
heard. was, “‘boy, we're: down 
among ’em now, babe’ — 


completely unrehearsed. 

The horizon flattened out, 
and instead of seeing a round 
horizon you saw a flat one, 
and you could see big crater 
rims come over the horizon as 
mountains,: and you didn’t 
recognize them until you were 
just upon them. 


It, feels as though you're

flying a lot closer to the 
mountaintops than 50,000 feet. 


I used a phrase a number of 
times during our TV shows 
and I know it was poor 
English, but I used it deliber- 
ately, 

T said, ‘if you ain't seen it 
yet, it ain’t happened.’ What 
I meant was, ‘what you're 
seeing didn't happen yester- 
day and you're not seeing a 
teplay. You're watching his- 
tory as it happens.’ 

We wanted to convey to 
people our own excitement. In 
many cases we didn’t know 
any more -of- what would 
happen next than you did. 

When we came up on the 
TEI burn (Transearth inser- 
tion) it was very quiet in the 
spacecraft. You know, if the 
burn to put us into lunar orbit 
didn’t go properly, well, we 
could have coasted by the 
moon and do some work but 
we'd get home. 

In the lunar rendezvous, if 


the LM couldn’t make the 
burns, we still knew the 
command. module had - the 


capability of coming down and 
making a> rescue. 

But with TEI—for the first 
time — we had all marbles in 
one basket, one.engine. This is 
the burn that gets you home. 


No Joking 


We were tired. We had been 
up 22 or 24 hours with very 
little. rest. We had completed 
one of the most successful 
missions ever flown in the 
program. We had only one 
more job to do, and that-was 
come home. 

We had already had a few 
emotional things — first one 


fuel cell light went on, which | 
meant that we were running | 


on two fuel cells, and then; 
about 12 hours before we were 
due to come home, we got 
another fuel cell light on. 

We had been getting fluctu- 
ating temperature in the 
second fuel cell and, lo and 
behold, just- as we went 
behind the moon, where the 
earth could ‘not help us or 
watch us, that second light 
came on and — bang, it's not 
a very good feeling to be 
behind the mooon with only 
one fuel cell and three 
batteries to get you home. 


So now wé were approach- | 
first | 


ing the burn and for the 
time in this flight there was | 
no joking, no comments. No | 


one was looking out at the 
lunar surface. No one was 
taking any pictures. 

Those were probably the 


quietest 30 minutes of my 
whole life, and I ‘got the 
feeling that all three of us, 
John and Tom and I, went our 
own way asking the help of 
God, 


Three Monkeys 


I certainly wasn’t embar- 
rassed to make the sign of the 
cross at that point. 

Then, of course, we had 
successful ignition. We had to 
burn for almost. six minutes, 
and it was the best I’ve ever 
Seen. 

After that it was a whole 
new world. We were like three 
monkeys running around in a 
cage. We were passing televi- 
sion cameras, all trying to 
talk at the same time, 
explaining to people what we 
saw, how we felt as the moon 
shrunk to the size of a 
basketball. 

The first re-entry -C load 
felt like 5 or 6 GS, because it 
was the first time we'd felt GS 
in_eight days. Then we went 
on to 7 GS, but it was really 
no problem at all. After you 
get by the first one, it’s a 
piece of cake. 

The fireball started. Tom 
was in the centre seat and 
didn’t have a forward-looking 
window. John was on the left 
and had to monitor the control 
system. I was the one who 
was able to look out. 

I had the camera running 
but it didn’t really capture the 
true picture of what was 
really happening. 


Brilliant Fireball 


Once that fireball started it 
was a golden white-hot flame. 
The tail on it appeared to me 
to be hundreds and hundreds 
of yards long. 

I guess from the ground it 
appeared more like 15 miles 
long, and at the very apex of 
this flame, I could see some- 
thing, a little round ball. 

At the. periphery of this 
fireball were not greens and 
reds and oranges but a solid 
violet-purple — a_ brilliant, 
bright violet-purple. 

It was as if you had taken a. 
beautifully shaped, long, thin 
wine bottlé and covered it 
with about an inch of purple 
flame. 

You could see the flame. It 
was not just the light you 
were seeing, it was the flame 
itself, teating back into this 
fireball. 

Those purples will stick in 
my mind forever.

Apollo 10 Mission—Beautiful

(c) Time, Inc., 1969 
Apol's 10. was a team effort— 
all Apollo missions are—and it 
was a beautiful thing from 
start to finish, The Saturn 5 
ride is just.as impressive ag it 
looks—everyone should try it. 
Three. thousand tons of us, 
structure, propellant, . upper 
stages, Snoppy and Charlie 
Brown, Tom, Gene, and I, 
lifted by over 3,700 tons of 
push in those five giant rocket 


engines. ¢ 
One of the most imme- 
diately pleasant sensations 


was our ability to get up out 
of the seats and float around. 
We hadn't been able to do this 
in the small Gemini space- 
craft. In Apollo you push 
yourself off the seat with one 
finger and float all the way to 
the forward part of the cabin. 
With another one-finger push 
you can spin around and go 
underneath the couches. into 
the stowage area. 

Everything is literally at 
your fingertips. What was a 
very small three-man vehicle 
on the launching pad became 
a’ great big mansion in 
weightless flight. 

I guess everybody was able 
to see for the first time, in 
“real time” (that is, as it was 
actually happening, when we 
separated from our booster 
and turned Charlie Brown 
around to go pick up Snoopy. 


Unrehearsed 


At first I was against 
having television on board 
because I was afraid it might 
interfere with out work. But 
its ability to document: prob- 
lems and to record’ events in 
real time soon swung me 
over. We never interrupted 
anything. we “were doing for 
the television operations. 

We didn’t rehearse any- 
thing, either. Anything we 
showed you from “inside was 
completely spontaneous. 

When we were in lunar orbit 
and I was operating. the 
camera to show the separa- 
tion manoeuvre of Charlie 
Brown and Snoopy, ail I had 
to do was flick one switch to 
turn on the ‘camera. I would 
have been too busy to do any 
more than that. 

The television also proved, 
as I had hoped, to be a 


‘Too Busy 
To Even Look 
At the Moon.’ 


valuable engineering device. 
It showed true: lunar surface 
colors, for one thing, anid it 
documented the troubles; we 
had with bubbles in our drink- 
ing water, 

On the way to the moon we 
had the attitude of the 
“stack” — Charlie Brown, 
Snoopy, and the service- 
module—set up so that about 
once an hour the sun would go 
through the windows, followed 
by the moon, followed by the 
earth. Sometimes during the 
flight it was almost as if you 
were looking out of the 
windows and seeing pictures 
of the earth and moon and 
sun,—with the earth getting 
smaller and smaller. 

And all the time we were 
watching we were floating, 
floating through space and 
learning to live and work in 
our own little world. 

Sleeping in zero-G is like 
sleeping on a featherbed. I 
was the “‘floater.’’ I guess I 
didn’t really get into bed, I 
just floated around, asleep. I 
could sleep anywhere: Some- 
times I'd sort of rouse myself 
and float over to check the 
instruments, !and then I'd go 
back to sleep. 

The most impressive thing 
fo all of us on the first lunar 
orbit day was the large -scale 
of the relief features on the 
moon. Many craters had 
temendous boulder fields 
around them. Some of those 
boulders must have been 300 
feet high because you could 
seem them, with the naked 
eye, frorn 60 miles away. 
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Orbital satellite photographs 
had shown the moon to be all 


.choppd up and beaten on: its 


back side, but our personal 
observations. were that, while 
the moon is very rugged 
country, the“ back is quite 
weathered and rounded off. 

The hills don’t appear as 
rugged as those on the front 
Side, and the general overall 
condition on. the back’ terrain 
looks much older than that on 
the front. 


The moon also surprised us 
because it was colorful. Not 
just shades of grey, or black 
and white. It has light tans in 


it, rilliant whites, and the | 


blackest blacks you ever saw. 

The sun’s position greatly 
affected the .lunar surface 
colors. In the middle of the 
day the surface is so bright 
you can barely stand. to look 
at it, and the colors tend to 
be all washed out. 


Ancient-Creeks? 


It really hurts your eyes to 
look at it. Early in the 
morning and along toward 
evening the colors start being 
more noticeable as the light 
becomes soft enough so the 


eye can register them again. | 


We could look down inside the 
eraters and see the walls and 
floors. I was interested in the 
long, sinuous filles, too. 

It’s assuming authority for 
me to say this, but those 
meandering rilles. reminded 
me of dried-up river beds, and 
couldn’t help. but’ wonder if 
some. time long ago fish 
hadn't been jumping in those 
créeks. 

Naturally we didn’t look at 
the moon all the time. Tom 
and Gene had to check out 
Snoopy while I kept Charlie 
Brown on course saround the 
moon. A lot of people have 
asked me, “‘didn’t you feel 
lonely while Tom and Gene 


were off rambling around in | 


those rocks with Snoopy?’’ 
I was even too busy to’ look 
at the moon: I might as well 


have been on Mars or back-on | 


earth.in the similator. 

I did keep one eye on 
Snoopy, when I could. When 
he was ‘way out there, 100 
miles or more, he looked like 
an ordinary star in the 
daytime and a flashing star at 
night.

i IS CLEAR THAT THE MAIN- 
land of British Columbia is 
suffering from the same _ hospital 
problem which afflicts the capital 
region—everybody is working hard 
at getting new hospitals but no hos- 
pitals are actually being built. Now 
the Greater ‘Vancouver Regional 
Hospital District has delivered an 
ultimatum to provincial... hospital 
- authorities based on a list of priori- 
ties for hospital construction.. The 
$51-million expenditure involved 
has already been approved by the 
voters of the region,.and the situa- 
tion has much in common with that 
obtaining in Greater Victoria. 


On, any. specific challenge, both 
provincial and regional authorities 
can produce evidence of this action 
and ‘that, and: possibly pass the 
blame for delay ‘to the other gov- 
ernment level. And it may well be 
argued that nobody is deliberately 
holding up. projects. which are so 
obviously needed in a hurry.. But 
the fact remains—and the public is 
becoming increasingly pragmatic on 
this—that hospital accommodation 
which the public: voted for many 
months ago-is still not in the con- 
struction stage. The provincial- 
regional arrangement is organized 
to build hospitals; but it is obviously 
not organized to build hospitals on 
an emergency -basis, and it is on 
this basis that the public needs 
them. 


When- thousands of would - be 
patients. must wait up to twelve 
months to get a hospital bed for 
elective surgery there is definitely 
an emergency situation. The build- 
ing program has been proceeding in 
a planned and orderly manner — 
apart from some indecision and side 
squabbles—but the truth is that we

are at least a decade behind in our 
requirements and something more 
urgent is called for. 


~ ‘As the senior government, the 
provincial administration must ac- 
cept a’ good deal of the criticism 
from the public. There has been 
a lack of the crisp, decisive leader- 
ship which the situation called for; 
there has. been too great a dis- 
to blame the regional 
boards for delay—for if the latter 
were delaying unduly the provin- 
cial government should have been 
after them to reach agreement and 
produce proposals. It is not enough 
to sit back and say that. “we can 


do nothing because the other people- 


, 


are not ready .. .” ‘ 

This brings in question . the 
whole provincial-regional setup. Is 
it geared for the action that is re- 
quired of it? Is there a close enough 
co-ordination between the two levels 
of government to achieve what is 
required? ’ 

There can be no question that the 
regional concept is a: good one, and 
that as a means of achieving joint 
action among neighboring munici- 
palities it has proved its worth. 
Inevitably it will expand jits’ func- 
tions to embrace further public ser- 
vices of a regional nature. But is 
the liaison with the provincial gov- 
ernment yet sufficiently organized 
for the proper efficiency? Have the 
various departments of government 
adjusted their thinking to the new 
concept? The mainland concern 
about the situation may well serve 
to bring answers to some of these 
questions. The public is growing 
increasingly restive, and with good 
reason. For the price it pays it has 
a right to demand the very best 
in executive and adminstrative 
efficiency.

OVERNOR ROCKEFELLER'’S. 
fact-finding mission to Latin 
America on behalf of President Nix- 
on has turned into a United States 
diplomatic disaster. Three countries 
recommended that he stay away, in 
others he was met by violent dem- 
onstrations and protests. But the 
governor is determined to carry 
on in the face of such hostility and 
further incidents are anticipated 
in the countries yet to be visited. 
The reception being accorded 
Governor Rockefeller is reminiscent 
of the. ill-starred Latin American 
tour made by Mr. Nixon eleven 
years ago when he was vice-presi- 


dent. Mr. Nixon was also harassed 
by spitting, stone-throwing mobs. 


The tragedy of this repetition of 
treatment is that the underlying 
causes are the same. Not enough 
has been accomplished in the past 
eleven years to eliminate them. 
There has been economic expansion 
in Latin America during that per- 
iod but much of the benefit has 
been nullified by population growth. 
Politically there has been stagna- 
tion too, with —limited progress 
toward the reform measures so 


_ urgently needed to win the support 


of the people. 


ANADIANS WHO CAME. TO 
know him in wartime and in 
peace, have learned with sadness of 
the passing of Earl Alexander of 
Tunis. They had admiration ‘for 
him as a-soldier who rose from the 
bitterness of the evacuation of Dun- 
kerquei and of Burma to lead the 
Sth Army in its triumph over Rom- 
mel and his Afrika Corps and who 
followed that success with victories 
in Europe.

area or face the consequences. The 


protests against Mr. Rockefeller are 
essentially an expression of Latin 
frustration and anger because the 


hopes raised by President Kennedy 
and the U.S.-sponsored Alliance for 
Progress have not been realized. 


In the early days of his admin- 
istration Mr. Nixon has contributed 
to this feeling by appearing to down- 
grade the importance of Latin Am- 
erican relations, Some of the ap- 
pointments he has made have done 
little to inspire confidence. He has 
criticized the Alliance for Progress 
without suggesting ways in which it 
might be strengthened, or providing 
an alternative. Mr. Rockefeller’s 
difficulties should be a warning to 
the President that changes will have 
to be made and that the situation 
is worsening.

Telepathy Without Communication 


HE Canadian public, hardened. by 

much worse tragedies, will not be 
deeply touched by Prime Minister 
Trudeau's first confession of error, his 
plaintive mea culpa. 
Yet it is touching all 
the same, and impor- 
tant, | for reasons 
which perhaps even 
he cannot under- 
Stand. 

“I have been 
told,’’ he says, ‘‘that 
in my first year of 
office my greatest y £ 
failure: has been the aera 
lack of communica- Hutchison 
tion, and I think I agree with this.”’ 

Oddly enough, he has failed in the 
area where he was supposed to be the 
unique master. A year ago 
Carkidians thought that they understood 
him and his ideas as they had never 
understood his predecessors. An invisible 
bond of perception apparently had been 
established between the leader and the 


‘ led, a secret channei not ta be described 


in words, a kind of mental telepathy, 
almost a religious experience. Now, as 
Mr. Trudeau admits, the mystic spell is 
strained. if ‘not|broken, The public and 
the man. begin to. see each other in the 
light of common day. And neither is 
what we had assumed. 

The public, from Mr. Trudeau's 
standpoint, turns out to be more difficult 
to inform, inspire and lead than he has 
expected, the practical problems of the 
nation more complex and stubborn than 
they looked in the first careless raptures 
of an election campaign. 


Hard to Follow 


From the public's standpoint the 
prime minister is equally surprising, his 
policies unlike their advance billing, his 
alternate moods of optimism and melan- 
choly hard to follow. 

The confession of failure is rebated, so 
far, only to the official languages bill 
which, as he says; has been widely, 
almost comically, misunderstood. But 
the official kanguages bill is merely one 
part of the communication gap. The 
larger mystery is the prime’ minister 
himself. 

Thus, on the one hand, we find 
Canadians - of a conservative 
protesting that he is a left-wing radical 
determined to introduce socialism by the 
back door. On the other hand, T. C. 
Douglas and David Lewis announce the 
shattering discovery that he is a deep- 
dyed reactionary, an apostate to his 
youthful dream, a backslider who once 
belonged to the NDP and now belongs to 
Big Business. 

It does not occur to either side of the 
argument that he may not be one thing 
or the other but only a very puzzled man 
because he is too intelligent to accept the 
worn-out cliches of these times. He 
rejects them, as all intelligent men 
must, but he has not yet found 
satisfactory substitutes. 


Lacking Answers 


has?. Let 
Canadian citizen observe statesmen 
throughout the world, the Nixons, 
Brezhnevs, Maos, Wilsons and the rest, 
and let him ask himself whether they 
have the answer lacking in Canada. Of 
course they have not. All of them are 
just as puzzled as Mr. Trudeau, though 
they never admit mistakes or failures. 
Prime Minister Wilson, to take the

Many of President Nixon's pre- 


election pledges have gone the same way 
already. What.else can you expect when 
yesterday’s wisdom is.today’s folly in a 
world that moves no one knows whither 
at a speed that, no one thought possible? 


The truth is that all these men are 
doing the best they can! realizing that it 
must be inadequate and quite likely 
wrong. While the fiction’ of consistency

purposes, no one really believes it any 
longer. While the’ party labels are still 
worn outwardly, they have - become 
almost meaningless. Who knows ‘what a 
liberal. or a conservative is these days?

Assuredly not Messrs. Douglas “and 
Lewis whose confusion must wring the 
hardest heart. 

It is absurd, therefore, to fault Mr. 
Trudeau, or any “politician, because he 
does not fit into some neat category of 
the past. He would be of little use to us 
if he did. The old ideologies, in -fact, are 
dead and the new ones have yet to 
appear. We can be sure, however, that 
society, in Canada and elsewhere, will 
not return to its former shape. It may be 
better or worse than the present society 
but it will certainly be different. and 
those who dislike change will not enjoy 
it. 

Of this change the current Canadian 
symbol happens to be Mr. _ Trudeau. 
That, and not his specific policies or 
mistakes, is what makes him important. 


He admits one failure. He may fail 
altogether, as greater men like de Gaulle 
have failed, simply because the problems 
of all societies are not immediately 
soluble and must be lived with until time 
solves them one way or another. 

Even jf Mr. Trudeau succeeds well 
enough to survive for a couple . of 
parliamentary terms, his success. cannot 


Satisfy him or any man ‘of his 
intelligence. As he doubtless under- 


stands, this chaotic age forbids anything 
more than partial success and, for the 
first time in history, poses the possibility 
of total failure in the destruction of our 
species. 

Hence the Canadian parlor game .of 
psychoanalyzing the prime minister may 
be fascinating and harmiess but it is a 
waste of time. All we know now is that 
he cam-admit mistakes and learn from 
them. And we know, too, as the central 
fact of politics for the moment, that 
there is no acceptable alternative to 
him.. This fact, at least, has been fully 
communicated, not by him but by the 
opposition. ;

RITAIN gets little enough rest from 
her unrésolved post-imperial prob- 
lems. Controversy over the Nigerian war 
gives kay to the unlikely Anguilla affair.

Repatriation 


What Mr. Powell considers his trump 
is a survey made’ by the British 
Broadcasting Corporation purporting to 
show almost 40 per cent of colored 
immigrants. favor repatriation. Assum- 


ing a grant of $5,000 to each family, he | 


has calculated that the total cost would 
be roughly equal to current foreign aid 
expenditures over an 18-month period. 
He repeated his call for a ministry of 


repatriation, to oversee the operation. 


The idea of voluntary repatriation is 
not rejected by any of the parties, but all 
seek to counter the illusion that there is 
a possibility of fundamentally reversing 
the immigrant situation. Mr. Powell has 
caused consternation with his claim that 
there iis just ‘time to do_ this ,before, the 


bulk of the Commonwealth immigrant 
community ceases to be foreign and thus 
susceptible to - repatriation: He ‘has 


buttressed his-argument with statistics 
purporting to show that the immigrant 
birth-rate has not, as expected, dechined 
as the immigrants have settled into the 
British way of life. 

Experts have disputed his inference 
as to the birth-rate from figures showing 
immigrant births to comprise between 20 


and 25 per cent of the total in the 
Midland areas such as the one Mr, 
Powell represents in Parliament. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Powell, this pattern tepre- 
sents a threat to the national identity, 
which only quick action can avert.

The theme of Pompidou's 
campaign, “change with .con- 
tinuity,” deliberately opened 
all these questions. But 
throughout, he deftly “avoided 
providing answers. 

Pompidou's rise to the 
presidency is the French 
equivalent of a Horatio Alger 
epic. 


Teacher's Son 


The grandson of a laborer 
apd cowherd, son of an 
ambitious, largely self-taught 
schoolteacher, Pompidou was 
born. in the village of Mont- 
boudif in the poverty-ridden 
Auvergne .region of Central 
France. Even today, Mont- 
boudif remains a town with 
only two main Streets, a 
population of about 500 and an 
economy that depends on 
peasant farming. ‘ 

Pompidou's father, who 
himself had made a giant step 
up the social and economic 
ladder, was determined that 
his son should climb to the 
top. He appears to.bave been 
a tough and demanding task- 
master, walloping ‘youg 
Georges when he failed to 
place first. in his class at 
shcool, 

The persistence paid hand- 
some dividends. At the age of 
14, Georges entered the re- 
spected Lycee Louis-le-Grand 
in -Paris and later won 
admission to the prestigious 
Ecole Normale Superieure. 


Brilliant Scholar 


Pompidou capped his. bril- 
liant academic career with an 
“agdregation literature,”’ the 
equivalent of a doctorate, at 
the age of 24. The highly 
coveted “aggregation” is re- 
quired for anyone wishing to 
serve as a professor in a 
French lycee or university. 

When the Second World War 
erupted, Pompidou had been 
assigned a post in a Paris 
lycee. He was mobilized as a 
lieutenant in an infantry unit 
and briefly saw action along 
the Maginot line before, the 
capitulation. During 


the Nazi occupation, he re- 


mained a teacher at the Paris | 


lycee and took no. part in the 
Resistance movement. 

After the liberation of Paris 
and de Gaulle’s- triumphal 
return), to'*a Free France 
Pompidou offered to serve on 
the general's staff “in any 
capacity. " He landed a job as 
a minor official preparing 
intelligence digests for de 
Gaulle and his new adminis- 
tration. 


De Gualle Impressed | 


By 1946, de Gaulle. was 
obviously impressed by Pom- 
pidou's performance. ° When 


the general abruptly resigned | 


he told Pompidou, “I'll be 


needing you.” 


Now 35, Pompidou decided 
to cut the cord with academe. 
He turned down a prestigious 
appointment and opted instead 
for a job with the commission 
of tourism; At the same time, 
he maintained cloge contacts 
with the self-exiled de Gaulle 
serving as part aide, part 
secretary. 


Liaison Officer 


In the early 1950s, when de 
Gaulle attempted a_ political 
comeback, Pompidou became 
a-key liaigon officer between 
the general and his parlia- 
mentary troops, the Ras- 
semblement du Peyple Fran- 


cais (RPE}, the original right-" 


wing nucleus of today’s Gaul- 
list party. 

Surrounded by~veterans of 
the Free French movement, 
men who had risked becoming 
outcasts by rallying to de 
Gaulle in ‘London and Algiers 
or those who had played cat 
and mouse with the Gestapo 
inside France as leaders @f 
the Resistance, Pompidou 


, seemed a fair-weather friend 


who had only. climbed aboard 


the Gaullist ship after its 
triumphal arrival in port. 
Unlike many ‘Frenchmen, 


however, Pompidou has never 
attempted to endow himself 
with an ex-post-facto Risist- 
ance role. Indeed, in his 
prepared biographical sketch 
in the French Who's’ Who, 
Pompidou even omits men- 
tion of his military service as 
a lieutenant before the 
surrender:

In 1954, when. de Gaulle 
abandoned his hoped for a 
political comeback, the gen- 
eral dissolved. tthe RPF and 
his personal administrative 
staff. Pompidou. accepted a 
job as senior executive in the 
Rothschild Bank, tripling his 
salary.

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Retarded Children Can Benefit 


From Physical Education Program 


By STEVE HUME 


tah y sical education pro- 
grams for mentally retarded 
children were called for Mon- 
day by a prominent American 
scholar and expert on learning 
and sports medicine. 

Speaking before delegates to 
the Canadian Association for 
Health, Physical Education 
and Recreation convention at 
the University of Victoria, Dr. 
Lawrence Rarick of. the Uni- 
versity of California’s Berke- 
ley campus said he was 
pleased to see: increased em- 
phasis on physical activity for 
the retarded. 

He was referring to Can- 
ada’s first national special 
Olympics~.for mental _re- 
tardates a week ago: 

“While physical activity 
programs of a kind have for 
some time been in effect in 
many institutions and schools 
for the retarded, it is only 
within the Mast decade that 
there hak been any systematic 
effort to study these chil- 
dren,” said Dr. Rarick. 


OPPORTUNITIES 

He said recent studies indi- 
cate mentally retarded young- 
sters can engage in physical 
activities if they are given the 
same opportunities to learn as 
normal youngsters. 

“Tt is befoming evident that 
the cause of retardation in 
motor -performance in re- 
tarded children is not solely a 
function of mental defici- 
ency,” Dr. Rarick said. 

“These children constitute a 
neglected segment of our 
school population in terms of 
opportunities for physical edu- 
cation instruction. 

“Our. recent national study 


showed that 45 per cent of the | 


children studied had, no physii- 
cal education instruction; 
eight per cent had zero to 30 
minutes per week, and only 25 
per cent more than 60 min- 
utes per week.” 


CORRELATION 

“Tt is interesting ‘to note,” 
Dr. Rarick said, ‘‘that a direct 
correlation was found between 
instruction time and the level 
of motor proficiency. . 

“This “would suggest that 
although the: mentally. defi- 
cient child might be expected 
to be somewhat inferior to 
normal children in “motor 
development, 
as far behind schedule as is 
often the case.” 


He said educable retarded | 


childrén appear to be about 
four years béhind youngsters 
of the same age with normal 
intelligence when it comes to 
standardized motor. activity 
tests.
